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Top coach 
of British 
athletics 
dies at 64 

ONE of Britain’s top athlet¬ 
ics coaches has died in hospi¬ 
tal in the Black Country 
after a long illness. 

Roger Walters, who was 
64, trained a host of leading 
runners and was the senior 
UK sprint coach at the 
Beijing Olympics in 2008. 

The string of athletes he 
helped to transform into 
world class sprinters 
included Cathy Cook, Sonia 
Lannaman and Mark Lewis 
Francis. Mr Walters was a 
leading sprinter himself in 
his youth and competed in 
the 1972 Munich Olympics. 

He lived in Hospital Lane, 
Coseley with wife Jenny. The 
couple have a son Andrew 
and daughter Jayne. 

Mr Walters had been suf¬ 
fering from a serious illness 
for around 18 months and 
passed away on Saturday. 

He had coached at Wolver¬ 
hampton and Bilston Athlet¬ 
ics Club where chairman 
Colin Thompson said: “He 
was a true gentleman as well 
as a great coach. The world 
of athletics will be upset by 
this terribly sad news.” 

Sprinter Annabelle Lewis, 
who was coached by Mr 
Walters and named in the 
British squad for the World 
Championships taking place 
in Moscow, said: “It was a 
very emotional time when I 
heard that I had been 
selected. I was absolutely 
ecstatic but also really sad 
for my coach. He was a 
remarkable man.” 

Railings man 
left injured 

A MAN had to be rescued by 
firefighters after his leg was 
impaled on railings outside a 
Stourbridge church. 

Crews were called to help 
the man who was stuck on 
the railings by St James’s 
Church in Bridgnorth Road, 
Wollaston at just after 
1.30am on Tuesday. 

Firefighters from Stour¬ 
bridge used a saw to cut 
through the metal post to 
free him. While the firefight¬ 
ers worked, ambulance staff 
provided pain relief to the 
man. After being cut free, he 
was taken to Russells Hall 
Hospital in Dudley for 
further treatment. 


POLICE DOG ATTACK 
PAYOUT FOR FAMILY 


THE FAMILY of a boy who was attac¬ 
ked by a police dog in a back garden in 
Oldbury will receive compensation, 
West Midlands Police have revealed. 

Tom Cutbill, aged 11, suffered serious wounds 
above and below the knee - one two-and-a-half inches 
wide - after the dog handler entered his grand¬ 
mother’s garden while looking for a metal thief. 


Bosses at West Midlands 
Police Force said they were 
waiting to find out the 
extent of Tom’s treatment 
before determining the sum 
to give to the family. 

Tom, of Rowley Regis, was 
bitten on his right leg during 
the incident and had to have 
stitches. 

Police had been called to 
Western Road to carry out a 
search following a report of a 
metal theft at Langley 
Green train station. 

The German Shepherd, 
Belgian Malinois cross was 
helping search for the sus- 
ects in nearby New Henry 
treet and is believed to 
have followed Tom’s uncle, 
Gareth Chappell, into the 
back garden in June. The 
dog was was on a leash. 

After the attack, West 
Midlands Police launched an 
investigation. 

Police spokesman Pete 
Edney said: “The boy’s 
injuries will be assessed at a 
future date to determine 
what, if any, further treat¬ 
ment he will receive.” 

After the attack Tom’s 
grandmother Bev Bake well,

52, of New Henry Street, 
said: “Tom was playing in 
the back garden fixing his 
scooter in the shed. I heard 
screaming and when I 
looked out the window there 
was a policeman out there 
with this great big dog which 
hold of Tom’s leg.” 

After the attack police 
revealed both the officer and 
the German Shepherd, 
called Shadow, have been 
allowed to stay on duty. 

Future 

Police spokesman Pete 
Edney said: “The boy’s 
injuries will be assessed at a 
future date by medical pro¬ 
fessionals to determine 
what, if any, further treat¬ 
ment he will receive. The 
amount of compensation 
will be dictated by the level 
of treatment he may need. 

“Our investigation is 
ongoing, we have now 
received signed statements 
from the family as part of 
our enquiries.” 


Spate of arson damage 

A YOUTH centre and three-storey home were destroyed in 
two devastating arson attacks less than 12 hours apart in 
Dudley. Police have been called in after fire chiefs say the 
blazes at the empty four-bedroom house in Tipton Road in 
Sedgley and youth hub at St Thomas’s Network community 
centre, in Kates Hill, Dudley, were both started deliberately. 

The fires come in the wake of an arson attack on Lye 
Cricket Club which destroyed a pavilion on Sunday. 

The attack at St Thomas’s Network community centre in 
the early hours of Tuesday caused flames to shoot up 40ft 
into the night sky. About 20 firefighters from Dudley, Brier- 
ley Hill, Tipton and Oldbury were sent to tackle the blaze 
which started around 12.25am, spending more than four- 
and-a-half hours at the single-storey wooden site.

STAFF at Dudley Zoo are celebrating 
after visitor numbers to the site soared 
again for the fifth year in a row. So 
pleased are they with the ‘hearty 
increase’ that they have cut a heart 
shape in the grass at the 40-acre site to 
show their appreciation. 

Numbers show the zoo welcomed 
120,000 visitors between January to 
July, compared with 103,000 for the 
same period in 2012 - a rise of 17 per 
cent. 

Chief executive Peter Suddock said: 
“We’ve seen a steady year-on-year 


increase now since 2008 and given the 
current economic climate this is mar¬ 
vellous. The big rises of double figure 
increases have come in the past two 
years and are due to investment across 
the site, rebranding and our website 
activity which has gained us access to a 
whole new market.” 

In the past decade more than £1 
million has been spent across the site 
and a further £3.05 million is in place 
to fund a four-year programme of 
which work is already underway. Mr 
Suddock added: “Dudley Zoo pio¬ 


neered the initial development of 
Castle Hill through its own funds - a 
rare situation in today’s economy.” 

Recent developments include the 
new £200,000 offices, which opened in 
January this year. It was followed by 
the revamped reptile house, which had 
a £15,000 investment. 

Mr Suddock said: “In the past 
decade we’ve won several major 
tourism awards, gained national and 
international recognition for conserva¬ 
tion and research work and increased 
our membership.” 


Ex-mayor 
may face 
action on 
downloads 

A FORMER Mayor of 
Dudley who admitted down¬ 
loading pornography onto 
his council computer could 
be brought before the 
authority’s standards com¬ 
mittee over his conduct, it 
emerged today. 

Long-standing Councillor 
Ray Burston is being investi¬ 
gated over his actions by 
officials from Dudley 
Council. He resigned his role 
last month as Conservative 
group spokesman for the 
environment after images 
downloaded from adult sites 
were found when repair 
work was carried out. 

Dudley Council’s chief 
executive John Polychron- 
akis today confirmed an 
investigation was under way 
which will report back in the 
next few weeks. 

A decision on whether to 
refer the matter to Dudley 
Council’s audit and stan¬ 
dards sub committee in the 
autumn will follow shortly. 

Mr Burston, who has sat 
on the council for 21 years 
during two stints, is contin¬ 
uing to serve as a councillor. 
He says he will donate his 
council members’ allowan¬ 
ces to the Mayor of Dudley’s 
charities. 

Dudley Council has 
adopted a Members’ Code of 
Conduct. 

The images were found on 
his laptop which should have 
been used only in relation to 
his council work. Councillor 
Ray Burston was unavail¬ 
able for comment.

£20m broadband deal 


Search for governor 


NEARLY 55,000 rural homes and 
businesses throughout Worcester¬ 
shire - including Kidderminster, 
Stourport and Bewdley - will get 
superfast broadband after a £20 
million deal was signed. 

High-speed fibre broadband will 
be rolled out to more than 90 per 
cent of Worcestershire homes and 
businesses within the next three 
years. It follows the signing of a 
partnership agreement - ‘Superfast 


Worcestershire’ - between Worces¬ 
tershire Country Council and BT, in 
which the authority will chip in up 
to £8.5m. 

The initiative will build upon BT’s 
commercial fibre rollout, which will 
reach more than 176,000 premises 
across the county by the end of 
Spring 2014. Simon Geraghty, the 
county council’s deputy leader, said: 
“This investment is vital to our 
county’s future economy.” 


BIRMINGHAM Children’s Hospital 
is searching for a new public gover¬ 
nor from the Dudley, Walsall and 
Wolverhampton areas.

Owner is jailed after 
dog bit a neighbour 
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A MAN whose bull terrier bit a woman neigh¬ 
bour in front of her teenage daughter has 
been jailed - and had his hopes of becoming 
a professional breeder dashed by a ban on 
keeping dogs. 

But Daniel Davies’s pregnant Staffordshire bull terrier- 
type dog Gucci has escaped a destruction order after Dudley 
Magistrates Court heard it bit the victim only after being 
kicked while being walked on a playing field. 

Davies, aged 30, of The 
Farthings, Dudley, admitted 
allowing Gucci to be danger¬ 
ously out of control near his 
home, between Stourbridge 
Road and Junction Street, 
and was jailed for 12 weeks. 

The court heard he had 
two breeding pairs of Presa 
Canario dogs - a type origi¬ 
nally from the Canary 
Islands - and a litter of eight 
puppies that were bound for 
new homes as he planned to 
come off benefits to breed 
and sell the animals. 

But District Judge David 
Miller, who heard Davies 
had previous offences inclu¬ 
ding robbery, threatening 
violence, possessing cann¬ 
abis and being drunk on a 
railway station, told him he 
was not a ‘fit person’ to have 
dogs and banned him from 
keeping them for two years. 

He also made an order 
‘depriving’ Davies of Gucci, 
who was taken in by the 
RSPCA after the incident, 
but said he would not make 
an order to destroy the 
animal, who is pregnant. 

Miss Amy Jackson, 
defending, immediately said 
he would appeal to the 
crown court against the sen¬ 
tence - but the judge refused 
to suspend the jail term or 
ban pending a new hearing. 

Mrs Meloney Hughes, 
prosecuting, said Gucci was 
off the lead, approached a 
woman and her daughter 
and tried to attack their dog, 
a Doberman puppy, on Feb¬ 
ruary 3. The daughter 
kicked Gucci, who then bit 
her mother at the top of the 
leg, tearing her jeans and 
piercing her skin. 


wildcat at 
zoo is blood 
donor used 
in research 

A WILDCAT at Dudley Zoo 
has donated blood as part of 
an international research 
project. But the sample from 
18-year-old Geoffroy’s cat 
Bart was collected by three 
blood-sucking bugs instead 
of the usual needle 
approach. 

The research project was 
carried out by veterinary 
medical student, Maike 
Kunze, from Oldenburg in 
Germany, who has been col¬ 
lecting samples from wild¬ 
cats in 13 other zoos in the 
UK and a further 40 across 
Europe since 2011. 

The non-invasive proce¬ 
dure lasted for just under 
one hour, with each Tri- 
atominae bug taking up to 
20 minutes to fill up on 
Bart’s blood. Once full, 
Maike syringed the blood 
directly from the bugs’ stom¬ 
achs, before sending the 
sample back to a laboratory 
in Berlin, where it will be 
genetically analysed. 

The parasite can cause 
Toxoplasmosis, a common 
infection that occurs in most 
birds and mammals, includ¬ 
ing humans. The disease can 
cause serious complications 
for pregnant women and 
people with weakened 
' nmune systems. 


Museum plan for tunnel network

AN HISTORIC network of underground tunnels 
excavated during the Second World War is to be 
turned into a museum, under ambitious new plans. 

Drakelow Tunnels, between Kinver and Wolver- 
ley, was used to manufacture parts for the war 
effort and would have been used as a regional seat 
of government in the event of nuclear attack. 

Site owners Quercus Ilex SA want to turn the 
site into a museum with exhibitions of the tunnels’ 
original war-time layout together with displays of 
how the area would have reacted to atomic attack. 

But ‘a great amount of investment’ is needed to 
make the scheme a reality and restore the tunnels 
to the point where the museum could be created. 

Plans for the museum at the site have now been 
submitted to Wyre Forest District Council along 
with proposals for a single-storey visitor centre 
and six houses. Cash generated from the develop¬ 
ment and sale of the houses would fund work 
needed on the tunnels. 

If approved, the museum would create full and 
part-time jobs in the area.

Councillors 
reject taxi 
fares move 

A PROPOSED hike in taxi 
fares across the Wyre Forest 
district has been rejected 
despite drivers’ concerns 
over rising fuel costs and 
licence fees. 

Plans to increase the 
Hackney Carriage fare 
tariff, the maximum amount 
drivers can charge for jour¬ 
neys, had been put forward 
by Bewdley Taxi Associa¬ 
tion. But at a meeting of 
Wyre Forest District 
Council’s licensing and envi¬ 
ronment committee, mem¬ 
bers agreed there should be 
no increase in fares this year. 

The decision was made 
despite 60 workers saying 
they were in favour of a 
change during a four-week 
consultation. Only 21 had 
said they were against the 
increase due to fears some 
passengers would struggle 
to afford a fare increase. 

Officers had recom¬ 
mended members increase 
the flag fare to £2.80 for the 
first half mile plus a rise of 
lOp for each mile after. But 
the charge will now remain 
the same - a fare of £2.70 for 
the first half mile. 

Former MP 
election bid 

HEALTH campaigner and 
former MP Dr Richard 
Taylor has announced that 
he will stand in the next 
general election. 

Dr Taylor, aged 79, who 
represented Wyre Forest, 
has decided to go on the cam¬ 
paign trail again due to his 
‘deep anger’ over problems 
plaguing the NHS and his 
concern over government 
reforms. 

He will campaign under 
the Independent Commu¬ 
nity and Health Concern 
banner. 

However, he believes that 
voters are ‘fed-up with the 
three main parties’ and that 
given a real choice, people 
would realise that support¬ 
ing someone else would not 
be a wasted vote. 

Dr Taylor was Wyre 
Forest MP for two terms 
between 2001 and 2010. 

Vicar gets ready 
for retirement 

A POPULAR vicar who has 
been responsible for as many 
as 5,000 parishioners in 
north Worcestershire is 
preparing to retire. 

Rev Peter Kerr, aged 67, 
arrived in Worcestershire in 
1987 to take charge of St 
Andrew’s at Ombersley and 
St Mary’s Church at 
Doverdale. More latterly, he 
has also been the vicar at 
Hartlebury, and Bishops 
Wood near Stourport.

Reopened 
road joy 
after wall 
finished 

A BUSY road through 
Sedgley which was partially 
clos-ed for five months while 
a historic wall was rebuilt 
has reopened ahead of 
schedule. 

Dudley Council has com¬ 
pleted the £243,000 project 
in Gospel End Street where 
a new footpath has also been 
created. 

The route had been shut 
since March but reopened 
last Thursday - more than a 
week earlier than expected. 

The original wall was 
demolished and a new one 
built further back from the 
road to make space for a 
footpath. Some of the 
stonework from the previ¬ 
ous wall has been reused in 
the new structure. 

But the new wall is still 
made entirely of Gornal 
stone like the earlier one. 

The council said it would 
make it safer for people 
walking to work and pupils 
walking to nearby schools. It 
followed repairs to the wall 
in 2009 following a minor 
collapse. The old wall was 
believed to date back more 
than 100 years. 

Ward councillor Michael 
Evans today welcomed the 
completion of the scheme. 

“It is an absolutely fantas¬ 
tic job. I have been following 
its progress since the very 
beginning,” he said. 

The work was carried out 
as part of the council’s safer 
routes to school programme, 
which aims to improve road 
safety in the borough, par¬ 
ticularly in streets used by 
parents and children 
walking to school. 

Green light 
for parking 

PLANS to create extra 
parking spaces in a Black 
Country High Street have 
been approved. 

Dudley’s cabinet member 
for transport Councillor 
Khurshid Ahmed has given 
the go-ahead for proposals to 
convert existing ‘loading 
only’ spaces into parking 
spots in Lye. 

Traders and councillors 
have called for the council to 
provide more parking for 
people visiting the shops. 

Four new spaces will be 
created in the High Street. 
The scheme is expected to 
cost around £2,000. 

Chairman of Lye Commu¬ 
nity Association and former 
Lye and Wollescote ward 
councillor Abdul Qadus wel¬ 
comed the move, saying it 
would be a boost for busi¬ 
nesses in the town. 


Last post for many with disappearing boxes

MORE than 80 post boxes have been lost 
across the Black Country and surrounding 
areas during the last five years, according to 
figures obtained by the Express & Star. 

In the DY postal region, which mainly 
covers Dudley and north Worcestershire, 
Bewdley was the area most affected, having 
lost seven post boxes since 2008. Kidder¬ 
minster and Tipton lost two each. 

Val Bodden of Royal Mail said: “We are 
proud that with our extensive network of 
over 115,000 post boxes, the UK has the 
highest level of post box provision per 
square kilometre of any western European 
nation. ” 


Robert Hammond of the watchdog body 
Consumer Futures, called for a transparent 
and robust consultative process for post box 
changes that ensures people knew when a 
post box was going to be removed or relo¬ 
cated, and also gave them the opportunity to 
make a case for reversing the decision. 

A post box in Vicarage Road, Amblecote, 
near Stourbridge, was removed by Royal 
Mail two years ago after being hit by a spate 
of thefts. Two of the boxes, which had been 
mounted on telegraph poles, had been 
stolen, and Royal Mail said a decision had 
been made to remove due to the number of 
thefts and the number of other boxes in the 


Stourbridge area. After a concerted cam¬ 
paign by residents, backed by Councillors 
Mrs Liz Walker and Mrs Pat Martin, the box 
was reinstated earlier this year. But Coun¬ 
cillor Walker said it was hard work getting it 
reinstated. “They’re always quick to take 
them out, but they don’t put many back,” 
she said.” 

Five years ago, the WV1 postcode area 
which covers central Wolverhampton had 
33 post boxes, but five of these have now 
gone. The rest of the WV postal area, which 
also takes in Wombourne and Coseley, has 
lost a net total of 10 post boxes over the last 
five years. 


Ex guilty of trying to kill 
woman in petrol fireball 


A MAN who poured petrol on his ex-girlfriend 
before setting her alight and turning her into 
a human ‘fireball’ has been found guilty of 
attempted murder. 

Damion Sheldon went round to Louise Pilking- 
ton’s Rowley Regis home with a can of petrol in the 
early hours of December 2. He had told the jury at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court, last week, that he 
intended to kill himself in front of her as he struggled 
to get over the break-up of their relationship. 


The jury, however, took 
just three-and-a-half hours 
to find that he had gone to 
the house on Haden Walk 
intending to kill her, pouring 
petrol through her letterbox 
and then dousing her in it 
when she came to the door to 
see what was going on. Wit¬ 
nesses described seeing her 
burn ‘like a fireball’ after 
she was set alight. 

Judge John Warner who 
had presided over the six- 
day trial warned 42-year-old 
Sheldon to expect a ‘long 
period’ in jail when he is sen¬ 
tenced in September. 

During the trial, Mr Hugh 
O’Brien Quinn had told the 
jury how Sheldon had sent 
Miss Pilkington four text 
messages in the 24 hours 
before he went to her house, 
some of a threatening 
nature, as he tried to get her 
to speak with him. 

After celebrating his 
birthday on December 1 by 
drinking the best part of 
three litres of cider, vodka 
and a few pints of lager, he 
had taken the petrol can and 
a claw-hammer to Miss Pilk-

ington’s home just after 
midnight. 

Neighbours told jurors 
how Miss Pilkington had ran 
onto her neighbour’s front 
lawn, taken her night 
clothes off and rolled on the 
grass in an effort to quell the 
flames. 

One neighbour, Nathan 
Parsons, throwing a bowl of 
water over Miss Pilkington 
and later described in a 
police statement how her 
skin ‘sizzled’ when the 
water hit it. 

She suffered burns to 15 
to 16 per cent of her body, 
needing skin grafts and 
causing scarring on her 
arms. Miss Pilkington told 
the jury during the trial that 
the pain was ‘like I’d never 
felt before’. 

A nine-year-old child in 
the house at the time man¬ 
aged to escape while a 13- 
month-old baby was rescued 
by Oldbury firefighter 
Nathan Carter. The house 
was badly damaged by fire.

The Stourbridge and 
Halesowen branch of the Campaign for Real 
Ale (Camra) has already lodged an objection 
to the new plans.

Devoted son remains on the 
trail of mother's special ring 


A DEVOTED son is trying to trace a ring worn 
by his mother which he fears could have been 
stolen just days before her death. 

David Siviter first became aware the treasured 
item was missing when a cousin pointed it out to him 
following the death of his mother, May, on September 


12 , 2001 . 

A thorough search of the 
address he and his mother 
shared in Woodsetton failed 
to turn up the ring - and, at 
the time, Mr Siviter put it 
down to simply being lost. 

But after finding a picture 
of his mother wearing the 
ring five years later, the 76- 
year-old vowed to find the 
jewellery which had meant 
so much to her. 

And the former second¬ 
hand car dealer said he now 
believes it could have been 
stolen and, if so, hoped 
someone would recognise 
the piece and return it. 

Mr Siviter said his mother 
had purchased the 18-carat, 
three-stone gold diamond 
ring at the Jewellery 
Quarter, in Birmingham, in 
1965 and had worn it every 
day since. 

“My mother died just 
three weeks before her 93rd 
birthday. I did not notice the 
ring was gone until it was 
pointed out to me by a 
cousin,” he said. “We turned 
the house upside down and 
inside out to see if we could 
find it but it did not show up 
and at the time there was an 
awful lot to do. 

“I believe it could have

been stolen. If that is the 
case it would have happened 
very close to her death which 
is awful. 

“She was very well until 
the end. However it means 
someone may know where it 
is and may recognise it.” 

Mr Siviter said his mother 
had been a newsagent in 
Tipton for more than 20 
years between 1949 and 
1971 and had proved so suc¬ 
cessful she had been able to 
extend the business. 

The shop based in Park 
Lane East, and called 
Siviters, was well-known in 
the community for many 
years. He said: “My mother 
was a very determined and 
hard-working person. It is 
not easy running a business 
like that - you are commit¬ 
ted to it seven days a week.” 

Mr Siviter and his brother 
were raised by their mother 
after she split from their 
father in the 1930s. My 
mother came from Dudley. 
She raised us on her own at 
the same time as running 
the business successfully.”

Old golden wonder 
Waggy’s glory days 



MARTIN SWAIN takes an 
affectionate look back at the 
life and times of Wolves 
favourite Dave Wagstaffe, 
who died last week at 70 

THERE are some footballers 
who just have it, who capture 
that part of us which will forever 
be childlike in our appreciation, 
who give the beautiful game the 
wonder that captures our 
hearts. 

Dave Wagstaffe was one of those 
men. He was not Wolves’ most suc¬ 
cessful player. Waggy won a promo¬ 
tion, a League Cup, and a 
runners-up medal from the now 
defunct UEFA Cup. 

Nor could we say he was the club’s 
greatest, not with a cast-list of such cele¬ 
brated figures who piled up champi¬ 
onships and international caps. But 
Waggy was that little bit special; a foot¬ 
baller who for a generation of fans - and 
not necessarily just of gold and black per¬ 
suasion - brought the promise of some¬ 
thing exciting, something different and 
magical to their Saturday afternoons. 

He was right for the times, of course. 
The Christmas of 1964 brought him to 
Molineux and I Feel Fine was No.l to 
provide a fitting signature launch to a 
Wolves career perfectly tailored to the 
changing mood of a nation caught up in 
the excitement of that decade. 

He was a maverick, a scamp, a bit of 
old-fashioned working class kid of the 
street realising that the old days of defer¬ 
ence were coming to an end. Even Bill 
McGarry, a manager he disliked and who 
evoked the same sternness that Stan 
Cullis brought to Molineux’s corridors, 
turned a blind eye to Waggy’s infamous 
fag in the toilets just before kick-off and 
usually at half time. 

But perhaps the spirit and magic of 


Dave Wagstaffe is best captured in the 
recollections from a pal who spent his 
formative years in wide-eyed wonder at 
the winger who could send the North 
Bank the wrong way with one drop of 
his shoulder. 

Recalling his debut against Aston 
Villa, he recalled: “Of course, this was in 
the days before Twitter or Facebook had 
even been thought of never mind 
invented and we turned up at Molineux 
on Boxing Day for the Villa game when 
they announced over the tannoy: ‘And 
at No. 11 today, a change from the pro¬ 
gramme for Wolves, Dave Wagstaffe.’ 

“I can still hear the murmur that 


went round the ground. You can’t 
imagine it now but that was the first we 
heard about it. I think they had only 
signed him that morning. 

“I remember it so well because it 
would be the day one great Wolves 
career ended - Peter Broadbent played 
his last game - and another began. 
Because Waggy stepped out and held us 
spellbound that day and for the next 10 
years. The pitch was frosty and hard as 
you can imagine but what balance - and 
his left foot was just magical. Mystical. 
Such a left foot. ‘Wagstaffe - Dougan - 
Richards - goal! ’ We seemed to hear that 
all the time over the next 10 years.” 


His finest performance, many reck¬ 
oned, came in that away leg of the 1972 
UEFA Cup final when that faultless left 
foot gave Wolves hope of overturning the 
decisive defeat in the home leg against 
Spurs with a quite stunning goal. Bill 
Nicholson, the double-winning leg¬ 
endary Tottenham manager, admitted 
afterwards the better team had lost and 
that Waggy had frightened the life out of 
him. 

And there were the escapades and 
stories to go with his vibrant football, of 
course, vividly captured by the man 
himself in his autobiography ‘Waggy’s 
Tales.’

Man jailed after vicious 
attack on ex-girlfriend

A man who has attended the same 
Scout group for 21 years has walked 
more than 150 miles to buy it some 
new flooring. 

Steve Allmark, aged 27, joined the 
1st Quarry Bank Scouts as a beaver 
aged just six, and is still there today as 
an assistant cub scout leader and 
group secretary. 

After raising cash for the group last 
year by abseiling down the side of 
Dudley Castle, this year Steve, from

Foxdale Drive in Brierley Hill, wanted 
to take on a tougher challenge. 

And on July 1 he started walking the 
two-and-a-half miles to and from work 
at Eon on High Street in Kingswin- 
ford, where he works in the office, 
every day for a month. 

He has now raised £1,241 pledged in 
donations, which will go towards 
buying new vinyl flooring for the 
group. 


A MAN who cowardly 
attacked his ex-partner in 
front of her daughter has been 
jailed for 16 months. 

Arthur Duffy, aged 31, of Occupa¬ 
tion Street, Netherton, kicked his 
ex-partner Nicola Ferry in the chest 
causing her lung to collapse. 

The attack happened in front of Miss 
Ferry’s nine-year-old daughter in the 
couple’s living room and caused damage 
to her ribs. 

Trouble started after the couple came 
home from a night out drinking. When 
Duffy asked Miss Ferry for a hug, she 
declined and an argument followed, 
resulting in Duffy becoming violent and 
dragging her into the living room by her 
hair. 

Mr Howard Searle, prosecuting, said: 
“Mr Duffy kicked Miss Ferry hard in her 
left side as well as in her face and the 
side of her mouth, which caused her to 
start bleeding. 

Collapsed 

“This happened in front of her nine- 
year-old daughter who started crying. 

“Miss Ferry put her to bed but when 
she returned the argument continued 
and Mr Duffy said he would ‘knife her 
and put her in the cellar’.” 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard 
Miss Ferry suffered a collapsed lung, 
which had to be inflated and she spent 
one night in hospital. 

Mr Bernard Porter, defending, said: 
“Alcohol is the catalyst which caused Mr 
Duffy to behave in.” 

Duffy was handed a 16-month custo¬ 
dial sentence, a restraining order and 
was told to pay a victim surcharge of 
£100 by Recorder Mr Nigel Daly who 
told him: “People can be killed by being 
kicked in the face the way you did to 
Miss Ferry.

ON Sunday there will be the annual Turner 
Sports Car gathering at Bantock Park, and 
two weeks later on Sunday, September 1, as 
part of the Autumn Wings & Wheels Event at 
Halfpenny Green, a new Turner Rally is 
planned. 

Turner owners will be invited to drive their sports 
cars from Wolverhampton Airport to Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Airport, from the site of the factory where they 
were made at Pendeford Airport to a building identi¬ 
cal to the Turner factory at Halfpenny Green. 

Jack Turner was already a well-known figure in 
motor racing when he decided to make his own 
sports cars. 

TheTurner factory began in the Old Smithy at 
Seisdon, but moved to Merridale Street Wolver¬ 
hampton in 1953, and then to Wolverhampton 
Airport, Pendeford in 1956, into one of the old 
wartime RAF buildings, which covered the area 
where the Pendeford Business Park is now sited. 

After the RAF left, all the wartime buildings had 
been taken over by a number of small companies.

Jack designed a simple entry-level sports car, with 
a ladder frame body and an attractive fibreglass 
body. He used engines and running gear from a 
number of sources including Austins, Ford and 
Coventry Climax. 

They had very good handling and a good power to 
weight ratio, and were soon doing well in sports car 
racing, surprising a number of more famous makes 
like Healeys and MG. 

More than 600 were made before the factory closed 
in 1966, and the very loyal Turner Register, holds 
annual rallies at Bantock Park, and in America, 
where quite a number were exported.

A MAN laughed when a judge 
described him as a ‘one-man 
crimewave’ after a court heard 
he admitted more than 100 
thefts from cars in a Black 
Country town, netting almost 
£ 20 , 000 . 

But 25-year-old Dale Mowat 
then claimed that he had been 
made a ‘scapegoat’ and police 
forced him to admit to 94 offences 
to be considered by the court just to 
clear up their crime detection rates. 

District Judge David Miller told 
Mowat, of Ridge Grove, Stourbridge: 
“This is a one-man crimewave. 

“It’s approaching £20,000. There are 
100 separate victims to this man’s crime 
spree.” 

The judge, sitting at Dudley Magis¬ 
trates Court, sent him in custody to 
Wolverhampton Crown Court to be sen¬ 
tenced on August 28, saying the value of 
the items stolen exceeded his powers of 
sentencing. 

Dressage 

Mowat admitted entering Stour¬ 
bridge Children’s and Family Centre 
with intent to steal on June 3, seven 
thefts from vehicles and two attempted 
thefts, in the Stourbridge area, between 
December and June. 

The total value of those items, which 
included a dressage top hat, was more 
than £3,000. He asked for 94 further 
thefts from vehicles to be considered - 
and the judge said the value of those 
exceeded £15,000. 

When Mowat laughed at the descrip¬ 
tion of him as a one-man crime wave, Mr 
Harpreet Jhawar, defending, said his 
client had some mental health issues. 

As he faced custody and sentencing at 
crown court, Mowat shouted he had 
been forced into admitting the extra 
offences.

NATURIST bookworms had some bare-faced 
cheek - when they asked for permission to 
strip off and hold regular nude reading ses¬ 
sions at a Black Country library. 


The nude reading group 
offered to bring in towels so 
that members could cover 
the chairs they would sit on 
and robes to put on in case 
they needed to flee if there 
was a fire alert. 

But Dudley Library chiefs 
vetoed the idea on the 
grounds it would cause too 
much disruption and not be 
a ‘proper’ use of publicly 
owned premises. They have, 
however, offered to supply 
books to them if they decide 
to meet to read in the nude 
at a member’s home. 

Dudley Councillor Stuart 
Turner, chief of the 
borough’s libraries, agreed 
the idea of such a group was 
a bit of an eye-opener. 

“I was a bit surprised by 
the request,” said Councillor 
Turner. Personally I would¬ 
n’t have the first clue about 
what the attraction would be 
of a nude reading group. 
They wanted to use a room 
in the main library on a Sat¬ 
urday morning. 

“I heard they would bring

towels to protect the seats. 
But it’s an approach we 
declined because it would 
not be an appropriate or pro¬ 
per use of public premises.” 

He added: “It’s not for us 
to make a judgment on what 
anyone does but public 
nudity isn’t the norm and we 
have to operate within 
certain levels of decency. 

“It would also have caused 
massive disruption - we 
would have had to set aside 
quite a substantial room 
every Saturday morning, 
which would be a disruption 
if it was any group. 

“I never worried about 
whether Mrs Jones was 
going to go round a corner 
and bump into someone 
with no clothes on - and 
didn’t even get round to con¬ 
sidering whether we might 
have to black out the 
windows or how it might 
affect the comings and 
goings of staff who needed to 
use the room.”

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zero hour 
contracts 
underfire 
by father 

THE father of a Black 
Country teenager on a ‘zero 
hours’ job contract has 
spoken out after she was left 
without work or wages for 
five weeks. 

Eighteen-year-old Amy 
Lowe, from Stourbridge, 
says she has been told it will 
be at least another two 
weeks before she will get her 
next shift - paying slightly 
under £5 an hour - at baked 
potato outlet Spudulike in 
Dudley’s Merry Hill Centre. 

And her father, Labour 
party prospective parlia¬ 
mentary candidate for 
Stourbridge Pete Lowe, has 
criticised the sharp rise in 
such contracts, which are 
currently under a review 
ordered by Business Secre¬ 
tary Vince Cable. 

Amy, of Nuthatch Drive, 
Amblecote, who signed up as 
a shift worker for Spudulike 
six months ago but has 
worked there only sporadi¬ 
cally since, said: “It’s horri¬ 
ble.” 

Amy, who lives with her 
father, a leading Dudley 
councillor and Unison union 
officer, mother Sue, a health 
visitor, and sister, Katie, 
aged 16, wanted regular 
work with Spudulike as she 
studied for her A levels at 
Halesowen College. 

She says the most she has 
worked in any week was 
three days and that she has 
been offered no work in the 
last five weeks, despite 
ringing up every Thursday. 

Nobody was available for 
comment at Spudulike.

Learning site 
plan unveiled 
for students 

PLANS for the next stage of a multi-million 
pound learning quarter in the heart of 
Dudley have been unveiled. 

Dudley College wants to open a specialist 
maths block for full and part-time students, 
which will be called Dudley Enhance. 

A two-storey building will be constructed 
next to the existing Dudley Sixth campus, 
off Ednam Road and Priory Road. 

Bosses say the popularity of the sixth 
form centre, which opened in September, 
has prompted the plans for the development 
to cater for a growing number of students. 

A planning application lodged with 
Dudley Council has been approved by 
council officers, who have welcomed the 
scheme as a boost for the town. 

It comes as preparations get under way 
for work to start on a £6m manufacturing 
and engineering complex - called Dudley 
Advance - on a site off Priory Road. 

It will give students specialised manau- 
facturing skills, and it is hoped it will help 
to support the local and national engineer¬ 
ing, technology and manufacturing sector. 
The new maths complex will be built on a 
site between Dudley Sixth and Dudley 
Advance. 


A 7.5-ton weight restriction will also 
be introduced at nearby Ploverdale 
Crescent to prevent them from driving 
around the estate to ‘kill time’ before 
they are allowed to enter the site. 

Neighbours and ward councillors have 
long called for action to be taken, saying 
the vehicles cause long tailbacks and 
block the pavements. 

It comes after councillors agreed to 
enforce a cut-off point for when heavy 
vehicles had to stop arriving and leaving 
the site as part of a 15-year review of oper¬ 
ations at the site. 

Balance 

They stopped access to the site for vehi¬ 
cles between 6pm and 7.30am each day. 

Ward councillor Patrick Harley added 
that the new parking restrictions fol¬ 
lowed discussions between residents and 
councillors. 

“This is all about striking a balance so 
that not only are we restricting the 
impact on residents but we are also allow¬ 
ing the business to continue to prosper. 

“There have been complaints from 
people because the lorry drivers are 
queuing up along the road before the 
quarry opens which has made it difficult 
for residents to get out of the estate and 
buses haven’t been able to get through.” 

Cabinet member for transport Council¬ 
lor Khurshid Ahmed said the cost of 
introducing the parking restrictions 
would be around £6,000. 


A VETERAN from the Black Country has 
received recognition for his bravery serving 
on the dangerous Arctic Convoys during the 
Second World War. 

Former Royal Navy able seaman Ernie 
Stokes has been awarded the Arctic Star - a 
medal honouring his efforts on the convoys 
that escorted supply ships to the Soviet 
Union. 

Mr Stokes, of Nuthatch Drive, Amblecote, 
said he was very proud to have received the 
honour, but saddened it had taken so long 
for him and others to get the recognition. 

“It has been rather a long time coming but 


I am absolutely delighted to have got the 
medal,” he said. “Something could have 
been presented at the end of the Cold War 
but successive governments seemed to put it 
on the backburner.” 

Wartime leader Sir Winston Churchill 
famously called the Arctic Convoys the 
‘worst journey in the world’. 

Crews had to serve in dangerous and 
freezing conditions under constant threat of 
attack from German forces looking to 
prevent supplies from reaching Russia. Mr 
Stokes, now aged 88, said he had signed up 
when he was 18 years old.

Memorial to Churchill may 
resurface at development 


A FAMOUS memorial to wartime 
leader Winston Churchill could be res¬ 
urrected as part of new developments 
planned for the site of a derelict office 
block. 

The mosaic was the centrepiece of 
Dudley’s original Churchill Precinct for 
more than 20 years but was taken down in 
1991 after vandal attacks and weather 
damage took their toll. 

A campaign to restore the memorial and 
return it to the town was launched earlier 
this year by Dudley North MP Ian Austin. 

And he announced talks were taking 
place with developers working on buildings 
intended to replace the town’s disused 
Cavendish House about the project. 

Fragments 

Mr Austin said he hoped they would 
agree to commission an entirely new or 
restored memorial as part of the develop¬ 
ment. If they opted to restore the memorial 
it would use the few surviving fragments of 
the original mosaic which has been kept in 
storage by Dudley Council. 

It is believed only eight of the original 17 
stained glass panels still exist. The main 
panel, which featured a representation of 
Mr Churchill, are among those not held in 
the archive. Dudley Council has been 
studying just how much of the original 
glasswork exists and its condition should it 
be re-used.

Mr Austin said: “We have been looking at 
exactly what remains of the original 
artwork although much was damaged by 
vandals and the weather. I am hoping we 
will be able to persuade the developers of the 
new planned to replace Cavendish House to 
commission a new or restored memorial. 

“The piece would form part of the new 
development. This site is very close to where 
the original was located and we ought to be 
able to get it down in time for the 50th 
anniversary of Mr Churchill’s death in two 
years time.” 

Plans to restore the memorial have 
received the backing of Mr Churchill’s 
grandson Nicholas Soames, who is himself a 
Conservative MP for Mid-Sussex.

NEARLY £1m has been secured to improve 
dementia care for patients in the Black 
Country. 

The cash, totalling £903,700, will be used to carry 
out upgrades to 12 wards across Sandwell General 
Hospital, City Hospital, Rowley Regis Hospital and 
Leasowes Intermediate Care Unit. 


The money has been 
secured by bosses at 
Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals NHS Trust. 

Rachel Overfield, chief 
nurse, at Sandwell and West 
Birmingham Hospitals NHS 
Trust, which runs all four 
centres, said: “The trust is 
committed to refining the 
way we care for people with 
dementia to make their stay 
in our hospitals and commu¬ 
nity facilities as stress free 
as possible. 

Unfamiliar 

“The planned upgrades 
will focus on reducing the 
disorientation and frustra¬ 
tion patients with dementia 
often experience when they 
are brought into an unfamil¬ 
iar environment, such as a 
hospital ward.” 

The Trust secured the 
money from the Department 
of Health in a recent bid for 
a share of a £50 million fund

to create services specifi¬ 
cally designed for the needs 
of people with dementia. 

Part of the cash was spent 
making individual bays on 
wards distinctive and easily 
recognisable to the patient. 

In bathrooms, white fix¬ 
tures and fittings, such as 
hand rails and toilet seats, 
will be swapped for coloured 
ones to help with depth per¬ 
ception and blue flooring 
will be replaced with green 
to reassure patients they are 
on solid ground. 

Nursing stations will also 
be revamped to enable 
nurses to care more effec¬ 
tively for patients. 

At the Henderson Unit at 
Rowley Regis Hospital 
funds will be spent improv¬ 
ing accessibility to the exist¬ 
ing garden.

Back on familiar turf - Dudley-born and bred rocker Tyla J Pallas, who ii 
heading to Wolverhampton for a gig next month with his new band 


IT’S HARD to imagine that 30 
years have whistled past 
since glam rocker Tyla J 
Pallas started his career. 

Back in 1983, His intentions 
were clear: he wanted to get out of 
Kingswinford and reach LA, New 
York or Sydney. 

And, remarkably, he did. 

The lead singer with The Dogs 
D’Amour, who has also worked with 
members of The Quireboys , has been a 
regular feature of the glam scene. 

He’s back in time for an autumn 
tour, when he’ll bring his Devils Supper 
show to his former stomping ground, 
Wolverhampton’s Slade Rooms, on 
September 14. 

“I’m really looking forward to the 
gig,” he says. “I’ll be playing a set with 
Spike, from Quireboys, with tunes 
from Flagrantly Yours, as well as a few 
Dogs classics.” 

Tyla has amassed a remarkable back 
catalogue of some 300 or more songs. 

Career 

“Some things need a little working at 
but others come out in seconds,” he 
adds. “I’ve tried all of the ‘let’s-all-get- 
together-at-lOam-and-jam-until- 
we’ve-got-a song stuff’ but it just 
doesn’t work. It just has to come, it 
can’t be forced.” 

Though Tyla now lives in London, he 
enjoys returning to the Black Country 
to play at his former haunts. Wolver¬ 
hampton was important to his career 
and he retains a strong affection for the 
city’s rock fans. 

“The Dogs started after I’d been 
kicked out of my own band, which 
started in Kingswinford. 

“Back in those days, the only objec¬ 
tive was to get the band together and 
learn the songs. 


“We didn’t get paid, ever. We’d just 
turn up and work really hard on the 
gigs. People would put us on at 7pm on 
a Monday night, when there was 
nobody there. But we didn’t care. We 
just wanted to play. 

“We kept working and working until 
we moved on to play for bigger audi¬ 
ences. We always used to play at 
Edwards Number 8, in Birmingham, 
and then we’d move up to the Hum¬ 
mingbird. 

“Then we’d be off to Manchester or 
London and suddenly we’d find our¬ 
selves playing in front of 3,000 fans in 
London. 

“Then we’d be off to America - we’d 
come down to earth with a bump and 
play to 30 people in a room.” 

Tyla doesn’t look back at that era 
through rose-tinted shades. 


“It was very stressful. I look back 
and it was one of those situations 
where it was nightmare at the time. 
The van would break down in Holland, 
we never had any money or any food. 
We’d survive on drink and fags. But 
we’d never done it before so we loved 
it.” 

Stardom 

It’s been 20 years since Tyla had a 
record deal, but he enjoys his inde¬ 
pendent existence. 

“I’ve got my own label and I just go 
out there and do what I do. The big 
‘stardom thing’ doesn’t come and 
scoop you up. You have to work at it. 

“Sometimes I look back and wonder 
where all the years went, but I’m just 
glad that I make my living being on the 
road.”

Pick of the Week 


Robin is left stunned 
by Matt's hidden secret 


£ CTop of the Lake is a classic mythic 
■"struggle,” says Jane Campion, the 
acclaimed writer and director who 
co-created the series. 

Those who’ve watched the entire 
series, which ends this week, would 
no doubt agree with her; they’d also 
add that it’s been completely riveting. 

But has tuning in been an enjoyable 
experience? The word ‘enjoy’ is 
perhaps not appropriate in this case - 
“endured” is probably more fitting. 

Not that the plot hasn’t been 
gripping, moving and intriguing, but 
claiming to have enjoyed something 
involving such a gruelling experience 
as watching the fall-out from a 
pregnant 12-year-old’s disappearance 
seems wrong. Nevertheless, we’ve 
continued to tune in, utterly transfixed 
by an incredible and powerful story 
with, unusually these days, a 
completely unguessable finale. 

And as it all draws to a close this 
evening, with a bit of luck, we can 
soon all get back to having fun on a 
Saturday night instead of feeling 
emotionally drained. 

The main focus of the drama has 
been Robin (Elisabeth Moss), a cop 


specialising in child cases. She grew 
up in the area where the story has 
taken place, but it’s her first return 
there since a traumatic event in her 
own youthful years. 

However, always lurking in 
the background has been Matt 
Mitcham, the father of pregnant Tui. 
He’s an odd character who also 
seems to have baffled Peter Mullan, 
the acclaimed Scottish actor who 
plays him. 

“I can’t tell you much about Matt 
because I’d never profess to know a 
character,” says Mullan. ‘All you can do 
is kind of find their soul. The rest takes 
care of itself. 

“He simply exists in his own world 
and he has his own rules and he has 
his own issues, shall we say, not least 
of which is a certain narcissism, a 
certain amount of self-loathing, a fairly 
complex relationship with his mother, 
a very complex relationship with his 
kids, and a certain sense of 
entitlement. 

“He’s good fun and he’s a bit wicked 
in the sense that he’ll do things some 
people would wish they could do. And 
he’s rude and abrasive and massively, 


massively insecure and full of all his 
own self-pity.” 

Mullan also describes Matt as “a bit 
alpha male,” which is an 
understatement; Matt is in complete 
control of his family. 

“His kids love him only because he’s 
all that’s there to love,” explains the 
actor. “I’ve no interest in making 
someone sympathetic. What I am 
interested in is, even though one may 
not like someone they’re as human as 
the next person.” 

Matt is certainly in the thick of things 
as the final episode begins. 

Robin’s obsession with finding Tui 
reaches boiling point as she realises 
the little girl’s due date is drawing ever 
closer. She visits Matt, determined to 
once and for all get some useful 
information from him. 

Matt has something to say, but his 
news leaves Robin in utter despair. 

Nevertheless, she digs deep, 
soldiers on and heads off to find Tui 
before her father can get his hands on 
her - but she isn’t prepared for 
shocking conclusion that’s about to 
confront her...

Mercedes AMG has all-wheel drive

TRADITIONAL AMG models have 
been big, brash and brutish in their 
performance delivery. 

However, in the case of the A 45 AMG model, 
Mercedes has created a very hot hatch, thanks 
in the main to the class-busting 360 horse¬ 
power produced by its 2.0-litre, four-cylinder 
turbo engine. 

In reality it’s much more than a just hot 
hatch on steroids. 

As is the case with every AMG car, you buy 
into the culture of the hand-built engine plus 
the numerous bespoke set-up and tuning 
modes over and above any conventional Sport- 
badged Mercedes. And being a thoroughly 


modern AMG car, the A 45 boasts an intelligent 
all-wheel drive system that directs power to 
where you need it most. A helpful addition 
when car can sprint from rest to 62mph in a 
blistering 4.6 seconds. 

With all the engine’s power, comes control. 
Alongside the car’s intelligent all-wheel drive 
system is a three-stage ESP set-up. Aside from 
the default ‘On’ mode, there’s a second setting 
giving the driver some leeway before kicking in, 
with a third ‘Off mode promoted as a trackday 
setting. 

Rounding off the powertrain tour is a version 
of Mercedes’ existing double clutch gearbox. 
This seven-speed DSG-style gearbox can be left 


in auto or switched to a more responsive Sport 
mode, while chunky paddleshifters behind the 
steering wheel give the driver complete control 
in manual mode. 

Cabin 

Figure-hugging sports seats greet driver and 
passenger when you open the door, and from 
the sports-themed trim in the cabin it’s clear 
that Mercedes isn’t shy in promoting the A 45’s 
performance potential. Racy, red-coloured trim 
and lots of faux carbon fibre are the obvious 
giveaways. 

Still, Mercedes hopes the real thrill will be 
from driving. The A 45’s deep exhaust note cer¬ 
tainly suggests a good time will be had by all, 


yet the car is surprisingly civilised if you leave 
everything in its default setting. For many this 
will help make it an easy-to-live with all- 
rounder, which is not something you can say for 
some of the more extreme, rock-hard riding, 
traditional hot-hatch buzz boxes. 

Granted, even in ‘comfort’ mode, you do 
know the A 45 is a bit special. 

It’s also quick, and boasts a refreshingly 
compliant ride in the context of a firmly sus¬ 
pended compact hatch. That’s largely down to 
the value-added AMG element, which also 
makes its presence felt through the car’s 
weighty and direct steering. Still, leaving the A 
45 in its default settings will mean you’ll fail to 


reap the benefit of its GTI-plus price tag. 

Switch to the gearbox’s Sport mode and 
gearchanges are noticeably quicker, plus you’re 
accompanied by four-cylinder versions of 
AMG’s trademark barking, backfiring and bel¬ 
lowing exhaust note. 

The sports exhaust experience is a must, and 
the aural rewards are impressive considering 
you’re in a car with half the normal AMG- 
tuned cylinder count. Despite the presence of 
an all-wheel drive system, in reality the A 45 
bias remains largely front-driven. This, com¬ 
bined with the presence of a four-pot motor, is 
a first for AMG, yet the firm has done a good job 
of making the A-Class feel special.
